Ill. Municipal Courts 


As your Solicitor I have presented and prosecuted 
in the Municipal Courts of :our County 56 liquor com- 
plaints, of which 32 were charged with keeping for sale, 
with fines totalling $2,875.; 11 manufacturing, fines total- 
ling $700.; 8 transportation, fines totalling $700.; five il- 
legal possession, fines totalling $150. Total amount of 
sentences imposed came to 107 months. Of these, five only 
were second offences, all of whom were committed. 

The other offences prosecuted in behalf of cities and 
towns were as follows:—

4 non-support 

drunkenness 

street-walking 

gambling machine 

indecent exposure 

operating an automobile recklessly

Two of these offenders were sent to jail for six months; 
one case was placed on file; two acquitted; one continued; 
one nol prossed; and the rest found guilty. Of these, 3 
eases were from Dover, 1 from New Durham, 1 from Salm- 
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on Falls, 1 from Strafford, 4 from Rochester, 1 from Lee, 1 
from Durham and 4 from Barrington. 

As compared with the first nine months in 1927, a 
striking contrast is to be found. During those nine months 
I prosecuted 107 cases, while for the full twelve months of 
1928, only 72 cases. A partial comparison of the kinds 
shows 66 hquor cases in 1927 as against 56 in 1928, 12 
non-support as against 4, 5 assault as against 2, 2 main- 
taining gambling machines as against 1. The difference 
in number is not due, I believe, to any neglect on the part 
of police, sheriffs or prosecuting forces, but due to the 
fact that violations of the law, so far as known to the pros- 
ecuting officer, did not go unprosecuted. In the matter of 
non-support cases particularly, the jail sentences imposed 
had a salutary effect upon other offenders. 

Again, as in 1927, I would add, in closing, my appre- 
ciation of the cooperation of the Municipal, State and 
Federal officials.
